before a conference of the National Se- 
curity league here today. On each. as- 
pect of the problem, however, the com- 
mittee findings were that the adminis- 
tration had not indicated a desire to 
go far enough to make the country safe 
from attack. 

The proposed army increases, it was 
pointed out, should be broadened to 
provide for extensive and continuous 
education of officers and for collection 
of large reserve stocks of supplies of 
all kinds. 

The navy plan was criticised as ex- 
tending over too long a period for com- 
pletion, and as making no provision 
for adequate personnel on ships built, 
building and proposed. 

The project for a “continental army” 
was indorsed merely as a “first step” 
and a suggestion was made that all 


men between the ages of 18 and 21 
should be enrolled and have military 
education. 

Many Delegates Present. 

Delegates were present from more 
than half a hundred cities when the 
conference opened, the representatives 
of branches of the league including 
governors, former governors, several 
city executives, educators, business 
men and editors. 

Among those attending are Governor 
David 1. Walsh, of Massachusetts; 
Luke E. Wright, of Tennessee, former 
secretary of war; Lafayette Young, of 
Des Moines, former United States sen- 
ator; Governor Edward F. unne, of 
YWlinois, and Henry A. Wisewood, pres- 
ident of the Aero Club of America. 

| The report of the navy committee began 
with a strongly worded wish that the 
league go on record as believing “that 
the American navy should at once be 
restored to the position of second naval 
power which it held but a few years 
ago.” The committee said this work 
should be undertaken “immediately.” 
The report added: 

“The league believes that an essen- 
tial weakness in the proposed increase 
of our naval establishment as reported 
in the press, lies in the failure to 
provide for an adequate increase in the 
personnel.“ 

Navy Short 50,000 Men. 


Figures were then duoted tending to 
show that the navy is short between 
50,000 and 55,000 men of the number 
required to man the ships already built 
or building, and it was stated that be- 
cause of the impossibility of manning 
present reserve ships, eleven .

UNITED STATES BALKS 
AT OVERSEAS TRUST 


Will Not Sanction Concern 
Which Receives Preferential 
Treatment Over Others. 


Washington, November 27.—Great 
Britain has informally asked the United 
States if it would unofficially approve 
the American Overseas Trust, and the 
state department has replied that under 
no circumstances could any sanction 
be given to an organization which 
would receive preferential treatment 
over other American shippers. Sweden 


has been advised that the plan had not 
been indorsed. 

It developed that part of the plan of 
the trust was to organize subsidiaries 
in neutral countries and that a medas- 
ure of supervision was to be given to 
the British government by permitting 
access to the books of the concern in 
those countries. Sweden informed Great 
Britain that she would not approve 
such a plan. 

State department officials declared 
day taht the Overseas trust organ- 
izers now realize they could not hope 
to get moral assistance from the Amer- 
ican government so long as their plan 
contemplated preferential treatment 
for one set of American shippers as 
against others. That feature now has 
deen abandoned and à representative 
of the trust is in London negotiating 
with the British government to the end 
that the latter will have no connec- 
tion with the new organization. State 
department officials made it clear that 
until details of the néw plan were laid 
before them they would reserve judg- 
ment. 
department of commerce had not given 
its approval to the Overseas trust, 
merely stipulating that the plan would 
be acceptable if no discrimination was 
practiced. 

It was disclosed incidentally that at 
the time negotiations were being car- 
ried on with Secretary Redfield, the 
latter was not advised by the Overseas 
trust representatives of previous nego- 
tiations with the state department. The 
latter, however, considers that the res- 
ervations made by Secretary Redfield 
sufficiently safeguard the interest of 
the American government. 

It was made plain that the Washing- 
ton government would exercise much 
caution in dealing with the question 
in order that no action may be con- 
strued as a recognition of the Brit- 
ish order in council 


FRANCE RECOGNIZES 
HAITIEN GOVERNMENT 


Paris, November 27.—France has rec- 
ognized the Haitien government of 
President Dartiguenave, having receiv- 
ed a satisfactory response to its pro- 
test against the treatment of French 
citizens in Haiti and in particular 
against the violation-of the French 
legation last July, when General Guil- 
laume, then president of Haiti, was re- 
moved from the legation building by a 
mob and shot. 

The French cruiser Des Cartes, which 
has been in Haitien waters for several 
months, has been ordered to depart. 


Washington, November 27.—Rear Ad- 
miral wie ober reporting by cable to- 
day on the adjustment of the difficul- 
ties between France and the Haitien 
government, said the new Haitien pres- 
ident had called on thé French min- 
ister at Port-au-Prince and formally 
apologized for violation of the legation 
by a mob last July. The president 
also ordered a salute of 21 guns to the 
French flag, and it was returned by 
the French cruiser Des Cartes. 


DISCLOSURES TO RESULT 
FROM CROWLEY’S ARREST 


Washington, November 27.—-New dis- 
closures rivaling inimportance those 
which led to the prosecution of Robert 
Fay in New York, are expected by the 
department of justice, it became known 
today, as a sequel to the arrest of C. 
C. Crowley, in San Francisco yester- 
day, in connection with alleged plots 
against munitions factories. Officials 
of the department, however, refused to

Two European Countries 
Are Considering the Call- 
ing of Convention of Neu- 
trals--United States Urged 
to Act. 


Washington, November 27.— Two 
neutral European countries are consid- 
ering calling a formal convention of 
;neutrals to discuss means of ending 
the European war and three others

participate in such a convention, ac- 
cording to Mme. Rosika Schwimmer, of 
Hungary, one of the women who called 
at the white house yesterday to urge 
President Wilson to take the initiative 
for peace. Mme. Schwimmer visited 
the Swiss, Swedish and Netherlands 
ministers here today and laid before 
them the information given the presi- 
dent as to the feeling of European neu- 
‘tral governments toward the project. 
She left tonight for New York prepar- 
atory to taking passage on the peace 
ship Oscar II. early next month. 
Wants United States to Act. 

Mme. Schwimmer would not give the 
names of the European neutral coun- 
tries she referred to, but she said all 
of the foreign ministers abroad upon 
whom she had called had been very 
anxious to learn what the American 
position would be. It had been indi- 
cated, she said, that various previous 
peace plans had been rejected because 
of the fear that partisan influence 
might be suspected. She thought the 
present movement, urged by the wom- 
en of the world, would be free of that 
suspicion, and indicated that the Euro- 
pean neutrals believed the United 
States should take the initiative, both 
as the most important of the neutral 
powers and because its great distance 
from the scene of the struggle made 
for impartial action. 

The neutral ministers here were told 
today, Mme. Schwimmer said, that re- 
gardless of whether a formal confer- 
ence of neutral governments was 
called, a poputdr congress would be 
held in some neutral European capital, 
which would draft a plan for peace 
and present it to each of the belliger- 
ents. The ministers showed sympa- 
thetic interest, she said, and promised 
to do everything possible to aid ar- 
rangements for the trip of the peace 
ship. 


Peace Letters to Wilson. 

The hundreds of letters and tele- 
grams sent to President Wilson during 
the past few days in the women’s cam- 
paign to induce him to take the ini- 
tiative for peace, have been passed on 
to the state department, which tonight 
issued a. statement saying the sugges- 


tions they contained would receive “the 
attention of the department.” The 
statement follows: 

“The department of state has re- 
ceived, by reference from the presi- 


grams urging the United States to co- 
operate with other neutarl govern- 
ments in calling a conference of neu- 
tral nations, which would constitute a 
voluntary court of continuous media- 
tion, invite suggestions for settlement 
from warring nations and in any case 
submit simultaneously to all of them 
reasonable proposals as basis for 
peace. 

“As it is impossible for the state de- 
partment to reply to all these letters 
and telegrams individually, it desires 
to make a general acknowledgement 
of their receipt and to state that the 
suggestions contained therein will re- 
ceive the attention of the department.” 


WILSON IS QUOTED 
BY MRS. SNOWDEN. 

New York, November -..—Mrs. Philip 
Snowden, wife of a member of the 
British parliament, who with Madame 
Rosika Schwimmer, of Hungary, inter- 
viewed President Wilson last night to 
gain his support of the proposed con- 
ference of neutrals to initiate. peace, 
quoted the president today as having 
said: ö 

“You need not plead with me. I am 
anxious, most anxious, to do all that I 
can for peace. -I shall earnestly en- 
deavor to unite official and unofficial 
opinion to that end.” 

Mrs. Snowden, through the woman’s 
peace party, gave out a typewritten 
statement of the interview before her 
departure on the steamship Ryndam 
today for England, where.she said she 
was going to ask Mr. and Mrs. George 
Bernard Shaw and other prominent 
English men and women to meet at 
The Hague the pacificists who sail De- 
cember 4 on Henry Ford's peace ship,“ 
the Oscar II. 

“President Wilson is in absolute 
sympathy with the peace idea,“ read 
the statement. There is not the 
slightest doubt that he wants to do 
something, but he hesitates lest he 
might act at the wrong time. When 
I suggested that it was regrettable 
that the English people had gotten the 
idea America wished. the war to go on, 
for the sake of the money made out 
of it, he said earnestly that it was very 
unfair that the American point of view 
should have been so presented to Eng- 
land. 

„ But we cannot expect fairness in 
war, can we? I reminded him. In our 
conversation with him, either Mme. 
Schwimmer or I used the word ‘plead.’ 
He spoke most sincerely, saying: ‘You 
need not plead with me. I am anxious, 
most anxious, to do all that I can for 
peace. I shall earnestly. endeavor to 
unite official and unofficial opinion to 
that end.’ Both Mme. Schwimmer and 
I believe that was all that could pos- 
sibly be expected of the head of a 
great government.”

REGULATION PROPOSED 
Fo ALL STEAMER LINES 


Washington, November 27.—President 
Wilson is expected to recommend to 
congress in connection with the new 
ship purchase bill that power be vested 
in the proposed shipping board to regu- 
late the rates and practices of all 
steamship lines plying out of American 
ports, in much the same wan as the 
rates and practices of railroads are reg- 
ulated by the interstate commerce com- 
mission. 

Plans for the new legislation pro- 
pose that the shipping board shall con- 
sist of the secretary of the navy, the 
secretary of commerce and three ship- 
ping commissioners. The rate-making 
power to be asked for will cover the 
rates of foreign, as well as domestic 
steamship lines, and avoplv to shipments 
which originate in foreign countries, 
but are destined to points in the United 
States. Advisers of the president are 
convinced that such legislation would 
be constitutional. 

The interstate commerce commission 
has been investigating ocean freight 
rates for several weeks at the sugges- 
tion of the president, and it is under- 
stood to have collected much informa- 
tion which will be used in the expected 
fight over the ship purchase measure. 

Some of this information is said to 
reveal close relations between rail car- 
riers in the United States and trans- 
Atlantic steamship companies, partic- 
ularly in matters connected with 
through rate freight shipments from 
interior points to foreign ports. [If 

ower is granted to the shipping board 
o prescribe reasonable rates for steam- 
ships traffic it probably would include 
the power to fix, possibly in conjunc- 
tion with the interstate commerce com-

These words, taken from one of the 
annual reports of the noble Georgian 
who consecrated so many vears to the 
duties of the high office or custodian 
of “crosses,” give at once the keynote 
of our organization, as well as the 
golden thread of service that ran 
Lucien 
Hamilton Raines. 

Many and varied were the capacities 
in which Mrs. Raines served the U. D. 
C., at-large, and of her state. 

A member of the Ladies’ auxiliary to 
the Confederate Veterans’ Association 
of Savannah, Mrs. Raines, early realized 
that southern memories must be kept 
bright and southern principles must be 
taught the young, and kept before a 
mee people, therefore he  skilfull 
weilded together the young and the ol 
uniting the women who lived through 
the stress of war with those who could 
and would revere the memories handed 
down, by changing the name of the 
auxiliary to “Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy” at Savannah.

She compiled and turned over to the 
Confederate museum at Richmond the 
name of the recipient of every cross of 
honor, filling eight large volumes, com- 
prising 68,445 records up to the time 
that failing health made it necessary 
for her to wtihdraw from active serv- 
ice. Among the brightest memories of 
every Daughter of the Confederacy 
shines forth the joy we gave to Mrs. 
Mrs. Raines at the Richmond con- 
vention, when we presented her with 
a handsome silver service in token of 
our appreciation of the splendid work 
she had done for the veterans and their 
descendants in the careful compiling of 
the records of service to the confed- 
eracy.

Cosmopolitan contains a most en- 
lightening dissertation upon motion 
pictures, written by Hugo Munsterberg 
rofessor of psychology and director of 
the psychological laboratories of Har- 
vard university. 

Professor Munsterberg has analyzed 
the movie game. He has dealt also in 
prophecy, and he has given no small 
amount of advice. He is a recent con- 
vert to the pictures as a source of study 
and entertainment. He has made a 
thorough study of pictures, and he ad- 
vises that the next step to be taken is 
to step aside from imitation of the 
speaking stage and to become a dis- 
tinct art in itself. 

He uses, for illustration, sculpture, 
an art associated with painting, but 
dependent yb aa upon itself, and dis- 

self. 

He allows motion*pictures an unlim- 
ited field for progress, and agrees with 
the rest of us that they are yet in the 
safety pin age. He says that the screen's 
scope is so boundless that it is noth- 
ing short of treasonable to imitate the 
speaking stage so faithfully as they 
ao now. 

His dissertation is also inspirational, 
as you will observe by his suggestion 
for the portrayal of emotions, which is 
somewhat in this fasion: he delin- 
eator should not imitate the stage in 
portraying the emotions, but the por- 
trayal should be left to the camera. 
For instance, if the actor is depicting 
anger, it is but mimicry of the stage— 
from which pictures MUST depart—for 
him to grimace, clench his teeth and go 
through facial and bodily contortions. 
Would it not be worthier of the screen 
as a more adequate, graphic medium, 
to depict the inner feelings through 
the camera, instead, by rows pon 
the screen a blur, or scenic distortion 
or dizzy panorama in description of

Why is it that some directors make 
an able beginning with a character 
study—or group of studies— then in 
the midst of their picture, to take up 
some mystery puzzle that displaces the 
human touches with which the picture 
began? The sooner directors learn 
that it is deftness of touch, interpola- 
tions of genuine humanity, that pic- 
ture lovers are requiring, the more 
progressive will the movies grow as 
an art.

A CIVIC INSPIRATION. 

Expense, location, facilities, everything 
considered, the ideal site for Atlanta’s and 
Fulton county’s new university high school 
has been found and tentatively agreed upon 
—the one site that will satisfy every con- 
sideration—and it remains but to perfect 
the details and contract for the needed 
plant. 

Facing Tenth street, between Piedmont 
avenue and Jackson, there is an embank- 
ment, a raised plateau above the park, some 
450 feet in depth and with a frontage of 
more than 1,500 feet. It is part and parcel 
of Piedmont park, the property of the city, 
yet separated from it by a sheer embank- 


ment of 25 descending feet in its rear, so 


that for all practical purposes it is at once 
a part and yet not a part of the public 
Piedmont park. 

It is here that Mayor James G. Wood- 
ward and Chairman R. J. Guinn, of the city 
board of éducation, proposed to place the 


university high school, which all Atlanta 


wants, and which it has been agreed at the 
earliest possible moment must become the 
capstone of Atlanta’s and Fulton county's 
educational systems. 

In a conference in which every organized 


interest back of the university high school 


movement participated, including ‘mayor and 
council, county commissioners, city and 
county board of education, it was unani- 
mously agreed that the suggestion offered a 
most satisfactory solution of the problem, 
and a committee was appointed to present 
the matter to the park board and to council. 
The idea, the choice, as one member of 
the conference committee put it, is nothing 
short of “a splendid civic inspiration.” 
Considering the location from the three 
important standpoints of expense, accessi- 
bility and facilities, let’s see what it offers 


and how well it answers the purposes to 


which it is proposed to put it. 

The city owns the site which is a part 
of Piedmont park, and the expense of the 
purchase of a valuable tract of land; either 
more or less centrally located, is thereby 


-eliminated. The city starts out with its 


* 


site without a dollar of expense, and one 
for which the county will pay its pro rata 
part, upon the basis of the service rendered 
to it. Thus there is saved in the outset 


anywhere from 31003000 to $500,000 for a 


site alone—an expense which would un- 
questionably have to be met in the selection 


5 of a lot anywhere else that would answer 
the purpose to which it must be put. 


And right here it may well be stressed 


again that this site is available without the 
slightest detraction from Piedmont as a 
public park; for in the 26-foot embankment 


ere can be no interference of one with 
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‘ramifying every section of Atlanta. Street 


car service is of primary importance in 
high school location; within three short 
blocks of this site cars may be taken reach- 
ing on quick schedule the uttermost limits 
of West End. 

From the standpoint of street car service 
to all the city there is no better site any- 
where short of an expenditure which would 
prove prohibitive and delay for years to 
come the most advanced educational step 


| Atlanta has taken in a quarter century. 


In the tract itself, when we come to con- 
sider facilities, is ample room not only for 
spacious modern buildings, but for the 
widest outdoor playgrounds for the exercise 
of every open air sport known to the up- 
building of modern youth. Back of this is 
Piedmont park itself, with lake for aquatic 
sports, and race track center for diamond 
and gridiron—in fact, perfection itself could 
have done no better had it modeled every 
detail. : 

It is, indeed, a civic inspiration. Atlanta 
has for nothing that for which many a city 
would be glad to bond itself, perhaps for 
millions. 

‘We should hasten to build upon it now. 
The city’s and county’s business program 
from another year is soon to be made up. 
We can bring the new high school plant 
with all that it means to Atlanta and Fulton 
county, twelve months nearer, if we put it 
into that program now. There is room there 
for it. We must not lose that year.

False and exaggerated sensationalism in 
the news reports of the modern daily paper 
has long since lost its appeal. Newspaper 
readers of today are demanding accuracy 
as a first requisite in the papers of their 
choice. : 

Commenting upon this development 
which has translated a desire for truth in 
news reports to insistence upon it, The 
Utica (N. Y.) Press says: 


The very best reputation which a 
newspaper can have is one for accu- 
racy, faithfulmess and honesty in all it 
publishes. There is a great deal more 
attention being paid to that ideal now- 
adays than ever before. There are few- 
er yellow journals than formerly. The 
war news is gathered by absolutely un- 
prejudiced reporters rom the best 
sources available, and if there are any 
mistakes in it the fault is with the au- 
thorities who give it out, rather than 
with those who record the statement. In 
this state there is a law which provides 
punishment for those who give false in- 
formation to a reporter. It is unavoid- 
able that now and then into the best pa- 
pers mistakes should creep, but the con- 
stant aim is to keep them out and that 
purpose is being accomplished more 
thoroughly these days than ever before 
in the history of American journalism. 


The Press is right. Accuracy ig the pri- 
mary essential of the well, regulated and 
properly conducted newspaper. It has al- 
ways been. There have been some depart- 
ures from this policy, but in practically ev- 
ery instance they have failed to achieve 
even the temporary popularity anticipated 
for them: The public soon finds them out, 
discredits and then rejects them. 

The Utica Press has well expressed the 
policy upon which The Constitution was 
founded and upon whith it has grown.

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A senator is a very great man who has 


been able to get a state legislature by the 
neck and choke a $7,500 a year call from 
his country out of it. 

Senators are very keen of hearing and 
sometimes can detect their country’s call 
when it isn’t loud enough to be heard beyond 
a very small room in a hotel. But after they 
have gone to Washington to toil in the cap- 
itol, they often get surprisingly deaf. You 
can call to a senator for three years and 
make so much noise that the statue of Co- 
lumbia on top of the capitol will keep her 
hands on her ears for months at a time, but 
your senator will only report to the presi- 
dent that he has heard no evidence of dis- 
affection in his state. Senatorial work is ter- 
ribly hard on the ears. 

Senators are elected by legislatures and 
serve six years unless found out sooner. 
There are only two senators from each state, 
but this has always been considered a great 
plenty. It takes some legislatures 80 long 
to elect two senators every six years that 
they have had no time left in which to con- 
sider the child labor question and the uni- 
form divorce law. 

A senator is supposed to act as a regu- 
lator for the house of representatives, Each 
senator has about four and one-half repre- 
sentatives to regulate and the job is evi- 
dently a very severe one, for only fifteen of 
the present senators have been able to hold it 
for more than ten years. 

When a senator goes to Washington he 
becomes a very important personage and 
lives in the lap of luxury. The government 
buys his office furniture and letter paper 
and soap and perfumery and toothbrushes 
and bath towels and hair restorer, and when 
he leaves the capitol at noon after a hard 
day’s work, he finds some captain of indus- 
try waiting to take him down town in a 
gasoline chariot and buy him a cigar with 
a red, white and blue belt around it. All 
this is so comfortable that most senators 
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After they have gone to Washington they 
often get surprisingly deaf. 

are very much averse to change. They want 

to remain just as they are forever, but un- 

fortunately the hardness of hearing men- 

tioned above compels most of them to retire 

from office by request after a few years. 

Some states select their senators by pri- 
mary vote and some leave the job to the 
corporations. American corporations have 
now grown so large that a number of them 
have to have individual senators, though it is 
also possible for several smaller corporations 
to club together and get a senator which they 
can use turn about. Some corporations are 
so tight with their senators that they will 
not allow the people to use them at all. 

The senate is a solemn deliberative body 
and is beautiful to watch. Senators are very 
courteous to each other except to those sen- 
ators who talk their way into the body. Talk 
is cheap and there is nothing cheap about 
the senate. Take it all around, the job is not 
what it once was. A plug hat and a pocket 
full of checks do not always cinch the elec- 
tion any more. A candidate has to show 
reasons why he should get in and then has 
to turn right around and show reasons why 
he shouldn't get out. Between these two a 
senator sometimes only has a chance to feel 
proud and lofty for about one week out of 
fifty-two.

Perhaps the first word spoken publicly by 
a man of recognized authority and of world- 
wide experience to the effect that prosperity 
is not coming because it is already here was 
the statement of Jacob H. Schiff. He is a 
banker who, in discussions of public ques- 
tions, has some times been disposed to be 
critical, especially in financial questions. He 
it was who, at a meeting of the chamber of 
commerce, ventured severely to criticise cer- 
tain action taken by Governor Leslie Shaw, 
when he was secretary of the treasury, for 
the purpose of enabling the farmers of the 
west easily and conveniently to move the 
crops from the field to the market. 

If Mr. Schiff criticised the secretary of 
the treasury he was himself severely criti- 
cised for having spoken as he did at that 
time because the feeling commonly held in 
banking circles throughout the United States 
at that time was that there might come seri- 
ous financial trouble, grave disturbances of 
the money market, unless the farmere were 
assisted in their annual crop movement. 

Ne Oriticiem Now. 

But there was no criticism, but instead, 
enthusiasm, in Mr. Schift's latest public state~ 
ment. Probably no man knows better—al- 
though some know as well as he—what the 
undercurrents in international financing 
really are and what they mean. It is true 
his firm did not participate as a firm in 
the Anglo-French loan, perhaps, for senti- 
mental reasons, but members of his firm did, 
and Mr. Schiff himself has no illusiong fe-

It is midway between the new Emory and 
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The High School University for At- 
lanta and Fulton county will be located 
on a most ideal site and at no cost to 
either the city or the county, if the plan 
indorsed at a joint committee meeting 
Friday afternoon is finally adopted. 

The site chosen is a portion of Pied- 
mont park, which is not at present used 
for park purposes and which can never 
be, as it is a shelving elevation some 
twenty-five feet above the park level. 

It fronts 1,700 feet on Tenth street, 
and runs back about 450 feet, cover- 
ing about ten acres. The frontage ex- 
tends from a point west of Myrtle street 
to Jackson street. It is the part of 
Piedmont park which was used as the 
Midway during the exposition of 1905, 
and is a bare ridge covered with rock 
and stubble. 

Later, it was pointed out, the ravine, 
to the east of the proposed site, which 
is now a sewer bottom, can be made 

into a fine campus. 

Balldings Can Face Both Ways. 

The University buildings can be so 
constructed, and this will probably be 
done, as to face both the park and 
Tenth street, thereby doing away with 
any objection to the buildings back- 
ing up against either the park or the 
street. 

By using this site, which is not be- 
lieved to be available for park purposes, 
the city and county would not have to 
go to the expense of purchasing a 
site, which would cost several hun- 
drede of thousands of dollars, and the 
University buildings can be erected 
with the money realised from the sale 
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of the city’s present’ high school prop- 
erty, including the Boys high school, 
the Girls’ high school, the Commercial 
high school lot and the lot upon which 
is located the Boys’ Technological 
high school on Marietta street. 

The county can do the necessary 
grading and also contribute to the 
building expenses. 

If the city and county were to pur- 
chase a site anything like the one at 
Piedmont park, it was pointed out, 
there would have to be a bond issue 
before the school could be built. By 
using the site proposed no bond issue 
would be necessary. 

That the park site was a most ideal 
one, adapted in every way for the pur- 
pose of a university, and that it would 
solve the whole question of a high 
school university and cause its realiza- 
tion to be a matter of a short time, 
was the opinion of all those who at- 
tended the joint meeting. 

The matter will be first taken to 
the park commission for its co-opera- 
tion and will then go to the city coun- 
oil. With the co-operation of the park 
commission and the approval of coun- 
cil, which it is believed will be secured, 
the matter will go back to the joint

Major Guinn, addressing the meeting, 
said: 

“Since Atlanta is soon to be blessed 
with some of the finest colleges in the 
country, it is important that we have 
a high school from which we can send 
our boys and girls.

No Troubles About Titles. 

Let me interrupt you a moment.“ 
said the mayor. “I want to say that I 
have had the titles to the property ex- 
ramined, and there is nothing in them 
that would prohibit the use of a part 
of the land for school purposes such 
as we propose.” 

Continuing, Major Guinn said: 

“We can erect school buildings on 
the ten acres which would easily ac- 
commodate 6,000 boys and girls. Let’s 
keep only in mind what is best for our 
boys and girls. Such a site, which will 
cost nothing, and the buildings which 
we can erect will give the city and 
county a plant worth between two 
and a half and three millions of dol- 
lars. It is the ideal thing for us to do.

The vote of the electors, however, put 
a very different color on the matter. 
It stood, for General Jackson, ninety- 
nine; for Mr. Adams, eighty-four; for 
Mr. Crawford, forty-one; for Mr. Clay, 
thirty-seyen. 

Over the vice presidency there haa 
been little contest: Mr. Calhoun was 
chosen, as had been expected, by a 
handsome majority. 

No one having received a majority of 
the votes for president, the election 
went, as the constitution provided, to 
the houses, whose choice was. limited 
to three candidates who 
in the electors’ list. * 

Voting by states, as was prescribed, 
the house chose Mr. Adams, to whom 
Mr. Clay’s friends gave their support. 

There was in this sharp and doubt- 
ful struggle for the presidency, with 
its closing appeal to the managing poli- 
ticlans of the house, just shock enough, 
just thrill and zest enough of direct 
challenge and open contest, to bring the 
hidden lines of party to the surface. 

The four years of Mr. Adams’ admin- 
istration completed their disclosure, | 
and changed the whole face of politics. 

The new president was undeniably 


- the choice of a minority of the nation. 
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He seemed to the impatient men of the 
new generation to be holding the gov- 
ernment arbitrarily. back from the 
touch of renewal and of democratiza- 
tion which they were eagerly waiting 
to give it. 

Mr. Adams seemed to them to repre- 
sent the traditions of the old order 
which had passed, and to-be a mere 
obstacle to the acknowledgment of the 
new order which had come. His very 
stiffness and precision of manner, as 


of the old school; his cool, unsympa- 


thetic aloofness from the men about 
him, repelling intimacy or any warm 
confidence; the dash of acidin his care- 
ful rectitude; his whole attitude, as 
of a man who administered his great 
office as a purely personal trust, for 
which he alone was responsible, and 
kept all others at arm’s length, en- 
hanced the impression of his separate- 
ness, his single survival out of an age 
gone by. 

John Adams, his father, and Thomas 
Jefferson, whom he had first opposed 
and then followed, died the next year 
after he came to the. presidency, pass- 
ing away together on the fiftieth anni- 
versary of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence (July 1, 1826), the last great 
figures of the nation’s first generation 
of statesmen. 

The president seemed to have their 
principles without their warmth, to 
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stand older than his years amidst a 
scene transformed. 

Social changes had come upon the 
nation thick and fast with the passing 
away of that first age, in which the 
government had been set up and had 
received its life and structure, and 
radical political changes had inevitably 
followed in their train. 

In the gathering host of new states 
at the west there could be nothing but 
levels of privilege; no special class, 
trained and preferred for government, 
as in New England and the south, but 
universal manhood suffrage; and the 


example of the west had reacted pow- 


erfully upon the east. 

There, too, social change was touch- 
ing affairs with the touch of transfor- 
Airs. blew everywhere out of 
the west. Because its lands were open 
and not too far away, and every man 
could betake himself hither if he chose 
and be his own master, those who stay- 
ed at home in the east, whether com- 
mon or gentle, had the flavor of inde- 
pendence, the choice of individual 
initiative in their lives, and counted, 
not in the mass merely, but as efficient 
units in every reckoning, social or po- 
litical. \ 

New industries raised new classes, to 
rank with the merchants and the law- 
yers of the older order. The quick, in- 
cessant initiative of individuals broke 
the lines between class and class 80 
often athwart that they became at last 
confused and lost. 

The suffrage was inevitably widened 
in the east, as in the west, and with 
the number of voters the number of 
those who played a managing and or- 
ganizing and originative part in poli- 
tics also increased. 

Every right, as far as might be every 
function of politics, was thrown open 
to every man. 


ELECTIONS BY 


DIRECT VOTE. 


INE out of the fifteen states which 

N took part in the second election 

of General Washington chose 

their electors through their legisla- 

tures; only six gave the people any 
direct part in the choice. 

In the election just decided by the 
vote of the house (John Quincy 
Adams), on the contrary, the electors 
had been chosen by the direct vote of 
the people in eighteen out of the 
twenty-four states of the union. 

Before another presidential election 
came around: every state except Dela- 
ware and South Carolina had adopted 
the same popular system. 

It was the pulse of these changes that 
now beat in affairs. 

A new democracy stood eager for its 
triumph—now a second time, as first in 
1800. It was tired of the “Virginian 
dynasty” that had ruled it, as if by pre- 
scriptive privilege, since the century 
opened and was infinitely impatient of 
Mr. Adams as its heir and successor. 

Mr. Clay had seemed for a little while 
the preferred spokesman of the new 
generation, a veritable voice of the 


‘west and of democracy upon a new field, 


uttering its hearty ardor for a policy at 
once continental and of the people. 

The new state of Missouri had added 
Mr. Thomas H. Benton to the roll of 
senators, to put his mass also into the 
western scale, a new leader among dem- 
ocrats. * 

But Mr. Clay lacked the unhesitating 
boldness and audacity loved on the fron- 
tier; had the address of the careful 
politician; brought his free and telling 
eloquence to the service of old ideals, 
merely quickened by new affairs; was 
not wholly of the west. 

Mr. Benton was heavy with a touch of 
sedantry, and had the self-assertion of 
the egotist, not of the leader. 

No one knew or asked General Jack- 
son’s opinions. His friends put him for- 


ward, not as a thinker or even as an 


organizer of parties, but simply as a 
man, whom the nation could trust; a 
man with rugged strength enough to 
break the old order in politics, now 
grown artificial,and inaugurate a new, 
under which the people, whose child and 
type he was, should come to their own. 

It was a bitter thing to bear, his sup- 
porters found, to see Mr. Adams prefer- 
red before him, and Mr. Clay’s support 
given, out of the west itself, to the can- 
didate of an eastern minority—so bitter 
that they protested in their anger 
against the constitution itself, which 
made the thing possible: against any 
law, though it were the fundamental 
law of the land, which could thus re- 
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strain and defeat “the will of the peo- 
ple.“ N 

Their bitterness turned to malice 
when Mr. Adams asked Mr. Clay to be- 
come secretary of state under the new 
administration and Mr. Clay consented. 

There was here, they said, palpable 
evidence of a bargain, an office given 
for an office received, a self-seeking 
combination to keep the people’s candi- 
date out—*“a coalition,” exclaimed John 
Randolph, with bitter jest, “unheard of 
until now, of the Puritan and the black- 
leg.“ 

The charge was shown to be abso- 
lutely groundless. There had been no 
previous understanding whatever be- 
tween Mr. Adams and Mr. Clay. But 
they were facing men who in the vehe- 
mence of their passion believed what 
they chose, and whose leader was as 
implacable and as obstinate in error as 
he was honest and direct in action. 

General Jaekson had been bred by the 
rough processes of the frontier: had 
been his own schoolmaster and tutor; 
had made himself a lawyer by putting 
his untaught sagacity and sense of 
right to the test in the actual conduct 
of suits in court, as he had made him- 
self a soldier by taking the field in 
command of frontier volunteers as un- 
schooled as himself in discipline and 
tactics. 


ANOTHER PARTING 
OF THE WAYS. | 


HERE was a certain natural 

Srace and sweetness in the man 

(Andrew Jackson) when he was 

at ease, and an impressive dignity al- 
Ways. f 

General Jackson's manners are more 
presidential than those of any of the 
candidates,” wrote a leading member of 
the house who was his opponent. “He 
is grave, mild and reserved. My wife 
is for him decidedly.” 

But his nature was compact of pas- 
sion. His prejudices, once fixed, were 
ineradicable. He believed with all the 
terrible force that was in him when 
once engaged in any public matter, 
that those who were with him were 
his friends and the country’s, those 


who were against him enemies of the. 


sophisticated man of the people. 


country as well as of himself. 

Knowing his own convictions to be 
honest and formed without selfishness, 
he took their wisdom and their rea- 


| sonableness for granted, and ‘believed 


every one who held opinions opposed 
to them to be moved by some sort of 
public or private malice. 

He had declined at first to let his 
name be used in connection with the 
presidency, deeming himself old at 54 
(1821), feeling ill from the effects of 
the hardships he had undergone in 
Florida, and believing himself unfit for 
the office. But, candidacy once under- 
taken, his passion played along every 
line of emotion and conviction opened 
by the novel business, as if he were 
again in the field with troops, and his 
friends were themselves at a loss how 
to govern him. 

It had needed such a striking per- 
sonality as this to bring parties to a 
head. They took form rapidly enough 
when he came upon the field. 

The coalition between Mr. Adams and 
Mr. Clay had been not only incorrupt. 
but an arrangement to be fooked for 
in the nature of things. 

Mr. Clay stood in all his thought for 
the same principles of liberal construc- 
tion in applying the constitution and 


‘for the same purposes of legislative 


action in furthering national interests 
that Mr. Adams frankly avowed and 
earnestly advocated; protective tariffs, 
internal improvements; the deliberate 
building up and binding together of 
the nation. General Jackson's friends, 
on the contrary, were found for the 
most part among the men who had re- 
acted against this new program, in 
which every principle and purpose of 
the old federalists seemed revived, and 
who were harking back to the princi- 
ples upon which the republican party 
of Mr. Jefferson had been founded; a 
scrupulous limitation of the powers of 
the federal government, a studious re- 
gard for the separate powers of the 
several states, a democratic diffusion 
of power throughout the body politic. 

Mr. Crawford had latterly been of 
these principles; but Mr. Crawford was 
now broken in health, — = followers 

rned to General Jackson. 
8 General Jackson definitely 
or consciously held their views or not 
they did not stop to ask. 

What was of moment to them was, 
that he stood in the eyes of the whole 
nation an unmistakable type of the so 

8 
instincts, they felt sure, could be trust- 
ed to make and keep him a partisan 
of popular privilege and local self-gov- 
ernment. 

And so parties formed: National re- 
publicans, as they began to call them- 
selves, turned to Mr. Clay and Mr. Ad- 
ams for leadership, while all “demo- 
crats” of the older type turned to those 
who pressed the candidacy of General 
Jackson. 

Though the men who thus drew apart 
into the one group or the other did not 
at once recognize their new comrade- 
ships in affairs as the permanent com- 
radeships of principle or feel at first 
the bonds of party in their new asso- 
ciation, it soon became evident enough 
that the election of 1825 had marked a 
parting of the ways, at which, consi- 


ously, or unconsciously, public men 
had made their. individual choices upon 
principles which must henceforth per- 
manently separate them; had arrayed 
themselves in opposite camps upon 4 
set field of party contest. 

They awaited only Mr. Adams’ going 
out to put the fight afoot. 


AN UNFRUITFUL 
ADMINISTRAION. 


HE four years Mr. Adams was presi- 
dent yielded scarcely a single im- 
portant measure, either of legisla- 

tion or of policy. 

They proved to be a season between 
times, in which the new parties got 
their first drill and organization, and 
merely maneuvered for advantage in 
the final struggle, the decisive victory 
and defeat, to come. 

Hitherto the president had been al- 
ways the real leader of the govern- 
ment. His messages had in no small 
degree constituted the programs of 
party action, in congress hardly less 
than in executive policy. 

Now, of a sudden, they counted al- 
most for nothing. 

Mr. Adams was treated as if he were 
the leader of a faction. 

Congress seldom vouchsafed so much 
as a respectful consideration to his sug- 
gestions. 

Fresh congressional elections filled 
the house with his opponents. Now 
and again a measure passed which the 
administration was known to favor;

Mr. Adams performed his duties with 
the diligence, the intelligence, the 
high-minded regard for principle that 
eo n him.

himself like a statesman to the settle- 
ment of every question that was likely 
to affect either the trade or the peace 
of the country. 

His successful treaties of commerce 
nearly equalled in number those of all 
the preceding administrations put to- 
gether. 

But in the chief matter of all he 
failed, and his opponents noted that 
alone. In 1815 Mr. Monroe, then secre- 
tary of state, had succeeded in obtain- 
ing from England the right of trade 
with the British West Indies, in which, 
the ports once open, American mer- 
chants and skippers easily gained a 
virtual monopoly; but in 1825, when 
that agreement lapsed, England 
changed her policy, opened the West 
Indian ports to all the world on terms 
which put the United States at a dis- 
advantage, and, because the United 


States did not, within a year set. - 
cept the new arrangement. flatly — tf 75 
fused so much ds to open the matter 8 


again for negotiation (1826). 

Congress, not Mr. Adams, had been 
at fault; but the country, indifferent 
to him at best, made no inquigy into 
details, remembering only that he had 
failed to secure the invaluable 
Indian trade. 

The party contests of those barren 
years of divided counsel turned chiefly 
upon the tariff and upon the question 
of internal improvements. 

Mr. Adams was an avowed advocate 
of internal improvements upon a na- 
tional scale, conceived and carried for- 
ward in accordance with a comprehen- 
sive system thought out beforehand, 
and completed from session to session 
as the resources of the treasury per- 
mitted—such a scheme as Mr. Gallatin 
had long ago conceived and advocated 
and Mr. Jefferson had postponed till 
the constitution could be assembled. 

But the new “democrats” made that 
impossible. Money in very liberal sums 
was voted from time to time for spe- 
cific works of general or local utility, 
but the idea of a system of national 
improvements undertaken by the fed- 
eral government had to be given up. 


THE “TARIFF | 
OF ABOMINATIONS.” 


HE tariff was another matter. 
The systematic protection of do- 
mestic industries, once under- 

taken, could not be kept squared with 
its object or maintained in good repair 
without frequent alterations and ad- 
justments. 

The very system itself, moreover, 
Was an incitement to every industry in 
the country, new or old, to clamor lusti- 
ly, in season and out of season, for its 
share in the gainful arrangement. 

There was no one to govern the com- 
Petition. First, interest vied with in- 
terest in an open field: then, rather 
than destroy each other, interests com- 
bined in an ill-assorted muster, whose 
demands the committees of congress 
could neither reconcile nor withstand. 

The result was the tariff of 1828. 

In July, 1827, a convention of protec- 
tionists had been held at Harrisburg, 
upon the initiative and invitation of 
the Pennsylvania Society for the Pro- 
motion of Manufactures and the Me- 
chanic Arts. 

It had been called in the interest of 
the wool growers and manufacturers,

‘which it had been made up had bidden 
every other industry that chose send its 
delegates also. 

Many came who recked nothing of 
wool; and every industry represented 
put its own demands into the petition 
which the convention addressed to con- 
gress. 

Congress, responding to the petition, 
put into its bills a like incongruous 
miscellany: of provisions—protection for 
all who asked it. ‘ 

The opponents of the tariff tried the 
too subtle game of directing the 
threatened legislation by thickening at 
every point its confusion of contradic- 
tory items; heightening in every pos- 
sible way its absurdities and inconsist- 
encies. : 

They especially counted on forcing 
the New England manufacturers to 
vote against it by filling it with provi- 
sions which increased the cost of their 
raw materials. 

But the game was too subtile and 
failed. The New. England members 
hardily voted for the measure as it 
stood—‘“the tariff of abominations.” 

It passed both houses, Mr. Adams 
signing it, and it became law. 

For the southern men that was a day 
of awakening. Only a trifle here and 
there could come to them in this reck- 
less distribution of favors. They were 
obliged in any case to content them- 
selves with the agricultural system to 
which slave labor shut them in. 

Their présperity depended, therefore, 
most of all, upon the free movement of 
trade; particularly upon a free and 


normal market for their cotton. 
Tariff measures which strangled 


trade at their ports put them at a dis- 
tressing disadvantage. They got no 
more for their cotton than before; got 
less and less, indeed, as they crop in- 
creased; and yet they paid more for al- 
most everything they bought. 

And what did they not buy? Each 
suceessive increase of duties seemed 
a heavier blow than the last to them, 


and even Mr. Calhoun put himself for- 
ward to stop the mischief. 

Many a southerner, many a South 
}Carolinian, in congress and out, had 
cried sharp. warning ere he heeded. 

He yielded at last rather to the com- 
pulsion of opinion in his own state 
than to his individual observation and 
conviction in the matter, so thorough- 
ly national were his instincts, so clear 
and imperative hitherto had been his 
bent toward a statesmanship which 
should take the whole country into its 
view. 

But his mind once engaged, and his 
passion for the interests of the people 
he served, dnd he seemed of a sudden 
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the leader, almost the originator, of sec- 
tional opposition.

EXPOSITION. 


SSUREDLY, though a section. the 

A south was making contributions 

to the wealth and commerce of 

the country which entitled her spokes- 
men to a hearing. 

The total value of the exports from 
the United States in 1829 was $55,700,- 
193, and to this total the southern 
states contributed no less than $34,072,- 
655, in cotton, tobacco and rice—very 
nearly three-fifths of the whole. 

The total value of agricultural ex- 
ports for the entire union was $44,000,- 
000. Of that total three-fourths came 
from the south. 

The value of manufactured articles 
exported footed up but $6,000,000, all 
told. 

The value of the cotton alone that 
went out at the ports was $26,575,311. 

And South Carolina was entitled to 
speak for her sister states. Her ex- 
ports in 1829 were valued at $8,175,586. 
Only Louisiana in the south and New 
York and Massachusetts in the north 
showed a larger total. 

It was the scope and precision of 
his mind that gave Mr. Calhoun his 
instant pre-eminence. 

He based his opposition directly upon 
the constitution itself, as his friends 
in South Carolina had done; but the 
argument in his hands seemed new 
because he made it so striking; seem- 
ed radical because he made it cut with 
so keen an edge of logic. 

It was, in fact, the old argument of 
the Virginia and Kentucky resolu- 
tions, made but a little more definite, 
pushed out another step toward prac- 
tical application. 

The southern states, Mr. Calhoun 
pointed out, were set apart from the 
rest of the union, and, so far as any 
man could see, permanently set apart 
by reason of their “soil, climate, hab-« 
its and pecullar labor.” to be “staple 
states” without diversification of in- 
dustry. 

In matters of commercial policy 
their interests could never be wholly 
coincident with those of the rest of 
the country, and if congress suffered 
their interests, which did not change, to 
be sacrificed to the interests of the 
rest of the country, which shifted and

Men whom he trusted came to 
him to be their spokesman in a matter 
which seemed to them to touch the 
ver life of the state—to be their 
spokesman, not in passion, but in the 
grave argument of rights. 

Unquestionably the most fundamen- 
tal material interests of the state seem- 
ed to be at stake; unquestionably his 
own Settled view of the nature of 
the federal arrangement and the re- 
served rights of the states furnished 
a formidable weapon against the tariff 
of abominations. 

He turned from his dreams of na- 
tional development to vindicate the 
interests of his neighbors and constit- 
uents, and, turning, put his strength 
into the new task as heartily as he 
had put it into the old.

INCE man found he must struggle for 

existence he has realized that to con- 

tinue the struggle he must prove him- 
self the superior of his enemies—that the 
struggle is a “survival of the fittest.” 
From the time man began to drive the wild 
animals from the earth he has fought 
the enemies that sought to attack and de- 
vour him. 

Man has conquered his visible animal 
enemies, but now finds that he has almost 
‘overlooked his greatest enemy—the vast 
army of small animals and, vegetable 
growths which seek literally to get within 
his body and devour him. 

These enemies are all parasites—that is 
to say, creatures that do not earn their 
own living but live off others. 


Derive Name From Shape. 


The parasites are divided into several 
groups. On of-these groups is called bac- 
teria, which means rods, because their 
shaps is that of a rod. Many of the bac- 
teria which most closely resemble the rod 
in shape are called bacilli, and bacteria of 
» round shape are called cocci. 

The most deadly enemy is the tubercle 
bacilli. A tubercle is simply a little lump 
found on that part of the body attacked by 
the bacilli. When these bacilli obtain a 
foothold in the body the victim suffers 
from tuberculosis. This bacillys is very 
common and attacks fish, reptiles, birds. 
beasts and men. 

It usually gains entrance to the body 
in the food, often hiding away in milk or 
meat. It is usually killed when meat is 
well cooked or the milk boiled. If the 
human system is in good condition the 
bacilli often meets an early death when 
flooded by that precious acid, hydrochloric 
acid, which the stomach secretes. , 

Many of the bacilli, or germs, as they 
are often called, can only attack man 
when they find a-place on the body where 
the outer thick skin has been torn apart. 
Some of the most painful of sores and in-

flammations come from the streptococcus, 
which now is well controlled by science, 
but which attacks wounds and is always a 
hard germ to kill. 

Though the tubercle bacillus causes 
more deaths thay any other of our enemies, 
it is the little protkzoon which, entering 
the blood, creates the most illness. The 
disease it causes has many names, includ- 
ing tertidn fever, ague and malaria. It is 
usually known by the last name, which 10 
the Italian language means “bad air.” It 
is thought this name was given because 
the germ is found in low countries where 
the air is often humid and depressing. 


Germ Carried by M ito. 


The animal: parasite, by eating up the 
red cells of the blood, causes the patient 
to become weak and pale. For years this 
disease was fought with quinine, the only 
known drug which will of itself kill a 
germ, 

It has been found that the germ is 
always carried by the female anopheles. 
a mosquito, who bites at night and leaves 
the germ in her victim's body. 

The best way to drive the anopheles 
from the earth is to drain all low ground 
where it breeds and exterminate its off- 
spring. This has been done in Panama 
and Suez and made possible the construc-

Yellow Jack or yellow 
fever, so named from the wretched color 
of its victims, has been driven out by this 
method, since it is carried by the ste- 
gomyfa, a species of mosquito. 

Typhoid fever is a disease that kills 
many people every year, but sends hosts to 
death in war times. It is due to a bacillus 
that leaves man’s body and gets into water 
which other people drink. 

This danger can be guarded against by 
watching the water supply, but it is found

extra parts, ete., have been designed to ac- 


company submarines, but it is pointed out 


that they, being visible, attract attention to 
the presence of the underwater fighters and 
are also very liable to seiztre. 


The latest plans call for submerged dil 
and supply tanks to be sunk in inlets, where 
they may be securely anchored safe from 
the ravages of a storm. It is claimed that 
these tanks may be sunk in the waters of 
an enemy in times of peace and that their 
contents will be as useful years later as if 
stored on land. 

The tanks are constructed with large 
air chambers which are emptied when the 
container is sunk. In time of war a sub- 
marine, desiring a fresh supply of fuel, 
anchors near the submerged tank and sends 
down a diver, who attaches an air hose to 
the empty tanks. , 

A half hour’s pumping of air into the 
tanks and the container rises to the sur- 
face and supplies are taken from it. -If the 
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that the filth fly also spreads the bacillus 
which breeds typhoid, and this has given 
rise to the “swat-the-fly” campaign.

RHAPS the greatest tracker in the 
Animal world is mongoose or 
jehneumon, the latter name being de- 

rived from the Greek and meaning “tracker 
out.” 

While he moves and acts like a weasel, 
the parallel goes no further, however, for 
he seems to have a strong strain. of the 
hyena and he is wild, brave and fierce. 

He is found largely in Africa and India, 
especially in the latter country. There he 
has achieved fame for his daring in at- 
tacking and killing snakes. The cobra and 
many other deadly serpents may make 
human life wearisome in India, but the 
mongoose is the master of the snake tribe. 

A battle between the two is fair, for 
each desires to eat the other. The snake 
seeks to bite with his fangs, poison and 
eat his victim at leisure. The mongoose 
has only his teeth as a weapon, but he is 


blessed with u greater alertness and speed 


than the snake. 

When the snake seeks to dart out his 
head and “strike”. with his fangs the little 
mongoose deftly teaps aside, and then, al- 
most in the same movement, launches him- 
self upon the reptile and if his aim is good, 
as it usually is, he crushes the snake’s skull 
in his jaws. It is said that the fearless- 
ness of the mongoose is one of his best 
weapons. ‘ 

The mongoose and the dormouse are 
two of the things the venom of the cobra 
cannot easily kill. The mongoose even

head, poison glands and all.

attack grown-up people is pneumonia, of 
inflammation of the lungs. in this case 
the bacilli is known as the pneumococcus. 
It seems to live, without doing any harm, 
in the mouths of many people. But when 
these people catch cold, and especially if 
they drink alcohol, their’ natural defenses 
are weakened and the pheumococcus pene- 
trates into the lungs and, rapidiy breeding. 
soon kills. 


Bacillus Chokes Children. 


The diphtheria bacillus is ‘a common 
enemy to children, whom it cruelly kills 
by choking them or sometimes by poison- 
ing the muscle cells of their hearts. This 
disease has been fought with some success 
by introducing a toxin, or group of enemy 
baccilli, into the infected person’s system. 
They kill off-the diphtheria bacillus and 
are in turn killed by the human body. 

For ages a terrible fever known by 
many names has raged in many places 
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experiments had been tried, mongooses 
were introduced. There followed a terrible 
time for the rats. In three years not a rat 
was left in the island.

of the earth, especially in slums and Iinsani- 
tary gurroundings. This fever is known as 
typhus. Many people believe it to be the 
same disease as typhoid, but it is entirely 
different. 

It is estimated that typhus has killed 
more than 100,000 people in Serbia this 
year—vastly more than those killed by 
the guns of the Austrians. ‘ 

To date there is no remedy for typhus, 
nor is there preventive medicine as in the 
cases of typhoid and plague. Nor is there 
a curative drug, as in the case of malaria,. 
nor injections of vaceine, as in diphtheria 
or tetanus,.often called lockjaw. The en- 
emy has never been seen, according to 
authorities—is probably too small to be 
seen. But the transport of the bacillus 
has been discovered. 

As in the case of bubonic plague, this 
transport is a louse. The typhus louse is 
a vile little insect that lives upon thie 
human skin and in the underclothing of 
anyone it can. In itself it is only a nul: 
sance, causing {itching and scratching. But 
often it carries the unseen parasite of the 
typhus fever which gains an entrance to 
the human body by leaving the louse. 
The scourge can be driven out only by 
driving out the lice from a country or 
camp. 


Sleeping Sickness Rarely Cured.

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During the early stages of man's 
development we find many resem- 
blances to the lower animal in forma- 
tion and construction; also in man we 
find some parts of the body for which 
we cannot find a function, while in 
lower animals these parts have a 
definite function. These are rudi- 
mentary parts. 

There is-a very close resemblance 
of the embryo (which is the earliest 
stage of formation) of man to that 
of the four-legged animals, for in- 
stance, the dog. The construction of 
the skull, limbs and frame are very 
similar and the changes by which 
they may be distinguished. occur as 
the development proceeds. 


A great obstacle to overcome in 


the theory that man is decended from 


the lower animals is the high stand- 
grd of man’s moral and intellectual 
disposition. It is a fact, however, 
that many animals show marked evi- 
dence of intelligence and that this in- 
telligence may be inherited; for in- 
stance, 
trained dog shows a tendency toward 
higher intellectual power than that 
of an untrained dog.

Mrs. Rinehart, as is well known, is one 
of the foremost novelists of the day, and 
now she has increased her popularity by 
writing a story of “An American Woman at 
the Front.” She went abroad recently to 
study the woman's side of the great war— 
nursing by the Red Cross, the treatment giv- 
en the women by the troops, ete. 

While there is no need of calling the 
reader's attention to Mrs. Rinehart's positioi 
for in all her writings she very piainly ex- 
plains the standpoint of the American wom- 
an of today. 5 

And it is the American woman who is 
sympathizing not only with the women who 
are experiencing the great sorrows of life 
in the war country, but she also knows how 
to sympathize with the men of each country, 
and on all sides of this terrible conflict. She 
describes the drilling and the waiting that is 
now going on all through England, all 
through France and the other countries, all 
for King and Country!“ Of this she writes: 
“There is something magnificent, a conta- 
gion of enthusiasm, in the sight of a great 
volunteer army. The north and the south 
knew the thrill during our own great war. 
But it costs a country heavy in griefs, does 
a volunteer army, for the flower of the 
country goes. That, too, America knows, and 
England is learning.” 

She continues: War is not two great 
armies meeting in a clash and frenzy of 
battle. It is much more than that. War is 
a boy carried on a stretcher, looking up at 
God's blue sky with bewildered eyes that are 
soon to close; war is a woman carrying a 
child that has been wounded by a shell; 
war is spirited horses tied in burning build- 
ings and waiting for death; war is the’ flow- 


er of a race, torn, battered, hungry, Ages 
up to its knees in icy water; war ts an old 


woman burning a candle before the Mater 
Dolorosa for the son she hag given. For King 
and Country!” ä 

In “Kings, Queens and Pawns” Mrs. Rine- 
hart tells her readers of meeting King Al- 
bert, in which he told her of Belgium sorrow- 
ing as the King of the Belgians sees it. 
have already sent a message to America,” 
he said. We are, of course, intensely ap- 
preciative of what Americans have done for 
Belgium. Americans are both just and hu- 
mane, and their system of distribution is 
excellent. I do not know what we should 
have done without the American Relief Com- 
mittees,“ he added. 

She continues by telling her readers of 
being in Dunkirk and seeing the soldiers 
in the trenches under fire, of watching the 
aeroplanes rain death from the night sky; 
of riding through battle districts at ninety 
miles an hour, of working with the women of 
the Red Cross— these e the brave women 
who are over there working under fire— 
from queen to peasants, and she tells very 


plainly of the respectful attitude of these 


fighting men toward the Red Cross heroines 
who are doing a woman’s work under fire; 
of the men she met who but a few months 
ago had been the social stars at club din- 
ners, smokers, etc., but were now turned into 
fighting machines. 

This book should be widely read, for it 
brings a message to men and. women in 
America from the people of the fighting lands 
the author visited. It is also of special im- 
portance for its feminine viewpoint of an 
American woman who has been to the front.

Porto Rican Problems. 


(From The Southern Workman.) 

Porto Rico came in for a somewhat larger 
share of attention and general discussion 
than usual at this year’s Mohonk conference. 
Governor Yager outlined the most important 
and fundamental problems for the solution 
of which the inhabitants must depend upon 
the United States. These are: (1) The so- 
cial problem, i. e., the task of raising the 
standard of life and increasing the happiness 
and opportunties of the masses of popula- 
tion; and (2) the political problem which in- 
volves (a) the organization of a stable and 
efficient government; (b) the development of 
the people so that they may take part in the 
government, and (c) the making of the peo- 
ple satisfied with the government. He de- 
scribed the peasant population as wretchedly 
poor, subsisting almost wholly upon rice, 
beans and fish. Yet this population is in- 
creasing rapidly and the country is already 
o overpopulated as to suggest the story of 
the old woman who lived in a shoe. Indeed, 
the people are multiplying more rapidly than 
the products of the soil upon which their sub- 
sistence must depend, a situation which con- 
taina. a grave menace. The governor knows 
of no country, since history began, where 
such a condition obtained, that ever got relief 
other than by emigration. Yet the transfer of 
large numbers of this population to other 
countries has twice been tried with only dis- 
astrotis results. The only remedy which Govr 
erner Yager has now to offer, and one that 
he thinks holds out some fair promise of suc- 
cess, ig the colonisation of large numbers of 
these people upon the neighboring island of 
Sante Domingo.

seeker after the absolute, so christened his bizarre and 
beautiful country home on the Wisconsin river near 


Spring Green, Wis., after Taliesin, son of St. Henwig, chief of . 


the bards in the time of King Arthur. The world which sneers 
at his door as it goes by calls the bungalow Love Castle.“ 
But Wright cares little for the world. 

In Oak Park lives a little woman, sweet-faced and thought- 
ful-eyed. And though her lips are sad they smile, for time 
saps the venom from bitterness; her six children are about 
her; she has friends. She bears Wright’s name. The mar- 
riage tie binds, yet there stretches between her husband and 
her life a chasm never to be bridged. Time and crime and 
tragedy have dug the space. Now there hangs over it a beauti- 
ful, mobile face with luminous eyes. For once again Wright 
is seeking realization of his ideal. 

Maud Miriam Noel, sculptress and member of the French 
Academy, is that hybrid—a woman of beauty and intellect. 
She divided a prize in Paris last year. in an artists’ contest, 
with Mrs. Harry Payne Whitney; also last year she translated 
into French for a Parisian review Henry George’s “Progress 
and Poverty.” She has lived in Paris; she has traveled: her 
ideas, viewpoint, manner show the influence of education and 
experience. 

Her beauty is subtle, all expression, entirely spirituelle. 
The dark eyes which light with changing thought and glow 
with sustained feeling are beautifully set under arching 
brows; the lips are joyous and wistful; the curved line of 
cheek and chin is child-like; the dark hair is careless and 
fluffy about her head, like the crown of youth. And her voice 
is like her eyes. 

Who is Mrs. Noel? Where did she come from? When? 
No one knows. She is wrapped round with mystery, inscrut- 
able as the sphinx. And like the sphinx she is silent. Wright 
met her a year ago—or was it two years ago? Her letters to 
him, which the public has read, show that he once caused her 
grief. But when autumn frosts were tinting the shores of 
Lake Michigan, the lovely stranger went to Taliesin to estab- 


lish a spiritual“ hegira with the lover of beauty. They can 
never marry; they are experiencing the fulfillment of union 
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Without the law with no compensating possibility of making 
it right, for Mrs. Wright will never allow her husband a di- 
yorce. But they have thrown-scorn to society, convention, 
law, the future; they are living their lives; they expect 
happiness; as the world goes by they are quite willing to be 
outcast if they be outcast together. . 

Their life together has already been marred by Mrs. 
Nellie Breen, a discharged servant, who stole Mrs. Noel’s let- 
ters to Wright and sold them to a newspaper. To destroy the 
liaison for the benefit of Wright’s children, she said, Mrs. 
Breen set federal investigators on the affair, hoping to base 
prosecution on violation of the Mann act. As no commercial 


‘ element was indicated, officials refused to make a grand jury 
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should not meddle with the personal, intimate affairs of 
nature — responsible men and women who live according to 
their own ideals.“ 

To the companion of his hegira, Wright pays his compli- 
ments thus: 


“She is the most brilliantly intellectual waman I ever 


knew. She is wonderful, not only as a literary woman, but 


as an artist.“ 

And Madame's explanation to the world, carefully pre- 
pared, is this: 4 ä 

„Because I love Frank Lloyd Wright, and admire him 
more than all men, and honor the life he has lived, I am here 
at Taliesin, the beautiful country home. I understand and 
deeply sympathize with the struggles and terrible trials his 
life and his great work have passed through. Now, because 
of my deep love for him, he is again subjected to persecution. 

My real faith in him has never wavered, but we have 
passed through deep waters together. I believe now, as then, 
that great as the artist is the man is greater, but in attempt- 
ing to have him understand my ideals I have at times be- 
littled his—have been unfair and impatient in my criticism 
= him, as he has been unkind and impatient in his criticism 
of me. 

“Our struggles with each other have only drawn us closer 
together. It is easy to worship a hero in him; I could too 
easily. Our love must be a great, vital, living thing, standing 
by its own strength, protected by its own virtue. 

“I am no advocate of any theories of sex idealism. The 
only hope of liberation must come not through intellectual 
concepts or rational propositions, but only through the illum- 
ination of the spiritual consciousness. If there is any justifi- 
cation of my position here it is that the work we hope to do 
together and the strength we can give each other are more 
important than a form which in Mr. Wright’s life has become

Wright 
found his life confused and discordant; Mrs. Cheney dis- 
covered a “higher perception of duty.“ She took her children 
for a visit to Colorado and sent for their father to bring them 
home. When he arrived she had gone—to Europe. Wright 
joined her in New York and they toured Europe together, 
afterward settling in Berlin. Mrs. Wright sent her oldest son 
to Germany to induce his father to return—to no avail. When 
they returned to Chicago she refused him a divorce. Cheney 
obtained one, however, and Mrs. Cheney assumed her maiden 
name, Mamah Borthwick. 

The soul mates’’ found solo acts tedious. They slipped 
out to the bungalow at Spring Green and set up a second 
“spiritual hegira,“ taking the Cheney children along. They 
lived thus until August a year ago. Then came the horror 
which stirred the country. While the family was at luncheon a 
negro servant locked all but one door and set fire to the 
house. As the terrified woman, her children and servants 
rushed out, he struck each one down with a hatchet. Mamah 
Borthwick Cheney and her son and daughter were killed, with 
a draftsman and two farm servants; three others were in- 
jured. Wright, who was in his office in Chicago at the time, 
never quite recovereti from the shock. The memory of it 
often rose up between him and Maud Miriam Noel, bringing 
them both misery, according to the letters she wrote him. 

These letters sound the depths and touch the heights of 
love; they are prose poetry, pleading, exulting, thrilling.

„Today has been so wonderful that I seem to hold the 
whole universe in my breast. I have worked hard yet I 
dreamed of my work—no, not dreamed—trealized the majesty 
of my own being in its perfection and reality. Later I robed 
myself in white and walked through the park. Oh, the sum- 
mer sea! The blue night! The scent of herbs and grass and 
leaves! The bitter smell of older flowers. That restless 
throng. I think my face must have looked like the Christ 
as I passed through them unseeing no longer for the dim dis- 
tance—for the unknown. No restless yearning—no need of 
companionship! 

“Oh, dear Frank, I would take your burden if I could— 
would dissolve it in this love that is more than peace. * * 
It is because I am not dependent on any environment that my 
thought breaks through the mists and my body is like a win- 
dow pane through which the sun shines. 

“It is love that makes me so happy. How I revel in it! 
Not emotionally, nor with perfect abandon because these times 
of supreme grandeur are so rare and so precious I fear to lose 
them, and that fear limits my realization. 

„When I think how I overflow with love for you, and 
how grudgingly you give to me, and how carefully you pick 
and choose, lest some word er feeling rise within you which 
might seem disloyal to the past—that worthless old past which 
has left you nothing but an empty, broken soul! 

„My love for you seems to be Almost independent of you— 
in spite of you. It has a strange beauty which illumines my 
whole consciousness. All that I am conscious of vibrates with 
it. There are times when it seems to be just me—all there is 
to me. It was so in my pain, and now in my joy. 

My poor one—starving with a feast before him—I know 
that I am not what you want; but I am good for you. You are 
nursing all the little injuries, all the poor, worthless, imagi- 
nary wrongs—standing outside in the dark. 

“IT love you and bless you and- thrill with delight at 
thought of you, and fold my wings about you to keep you 
warm in the cold. 

“Yesterday it rained all day. I walked through the park 
to see the Goethe statue all wet. It was lovely—the rain was 
pouring on hillslope and forest. Will you bring me some 
lavender and thyme and other scented herbs when you come 
in next?

London, November 28.—The man with 
the khaki armlet, the new emblem is- 


sued under the scheme of the Earl of 


Derby, director of recruiting, to men 
who have been excused from service 


or are waiting to be called up, made 


‘his first appearance in the streets of 


London yesterday. The Weekly Dis- 
patch, referring to this, says: ; 

“Who that is fit will care to be with- 
out one?

Yet 
400 young men who had pledged them- 
selves to make any sacrifice rather than 
enlist met in convention in London yes-

They were mem- 
bers of the No-Conscription Fellowship, 
which claims to have branches in all 
parts of the country, and it was indi- 
cated that resistance would be offered 
to conscription if it became a law.” 

A report of the meeting says that 
letters were read from James Hen 
Thomas, James Ramsay Macdonal a 
Charles Trevelyan and Philip Snowden, 
all members of parliament, protesting 
against -conscription. Chairman Ciff- 
ford Allen is quoted as saying in his 
speech: 

“We are keeping in touch with the 
rank and file of labor unions and we 
are in a position to state that resist- 
ance would not be confined to members 
of the a gy take mar Fellowship.” 

Catherine Marshall, of the Woman's 
International league, explained that 
this movement arose from the women’s 
conference at The Hague in April. Her
